But the Purchases Made by the Treas- 
ury Were Light. . 


A NEW MONETARY SYSTEM PROPOSED 


And Submitted to Secretary Carlisle 
forj]His Consideration. 


NEWS AND GOSSIP OF WASHINGTON. 


A Georgian Receives a Handsome Promo- 
tion—Ben Russell and the South 
Georgia Postmasters. 


Washington, July 7.—The treasury de- 
partment resumed the purchase of silver 
bullion today, buying 100,000 ounces. at 

72. The offers aggregated 1,278,000 
ounces at the same price as that paid, but 
all offers beyond the 100,000 ounces pur- 
chased were declined. The price of silver 
bullion in London today was 34 and a frac- 
tion pence, which at the exchange rates 
made the New York price about .72, but 
the tendency was ‘downward and it is 
believed at the treasury that the price of 
silver next Monday in London will be 
lower than it was today. This is the ex- 
plauation why so little will be purchased. 

An Entire Change Suggested. 

The Evening Star has’ this: ‘While 
members of congress and leaders in finan- 
cial matters are discussing the various pkins 
by which the present situation can be re- 
lieved, the officials of the treasuary depart- 
ment are quietiy preparing statistics and 
histories of financial transactions for the 
benefit of the administration to guide it in 
its own views on this vital subject. In 
many of these bureaus the chiefs are de- 
voting their spare time to the collection o9f 
this information so that jt may be in the 
‘hands of the president and Secretary Car- 
lisle at the earliest possible moment. Sev- 
eral plans have been suggested to Secretary 
Carlisle and he has them under consideration. 
Among them is one which will create con- 
siderable of a stir in financial circles, as it 
contemplates an entire change in the money 
system of the United States. In short, 
the plans to pass a specie resumption act 
redeeming all of the various forms of money 
now used in this country and issuing in- 
stead a United States treasury note whose 
face value shall always be fixed. 

“There are at present nine different 
forms of money in circulation. These are 
gold coin, standard silver dollars, subsid- 
iary silver, gold certificates, silver cer- 
tificates, treasury notes of the act of July 
14, 1800, United States notes, currency 
certificates and national bank notes. ‘The 
fact of the wide difference between the 
value of the.gold and silver evins, while they 
are theoretically of a parity, is one of the 
causes Which suggested the plan propose. 
The plan under consideration is to redeem 
all the present paper currency just as the 
fractional currency was redeemed by. the 
Sherman act of 1875, and instead issue 
What shall be known as the United States 
treasury note. It shall be redeemable in 
coin, but the definition of this word is to be 
painly stated. The Bank of France has 
a law by which notés are redeemed parti- 
ally in gold and partially in silver and 
such a method has been suggested for this 
country. In connection with this the ad- 
visability of the passage of a bill author- 
izing an issue of notes redeemable in sil- 
rer alone has been talked of.” 

The Gold Keserve. 

The gold reserve at the close of business 
today was $96,943,821.

National banks during the past two 
months have increased their circulation 
bearly $7,000,000, orders for new circulation 
tov the amount of $2,227,000 having been 
received s0 fag this mouth by Comptroller 
Kchels. 

The comptroller of the currency has de- 
cClared dividends'in favor of the creuitors 
of the insolvent national banks as follows: 
A second dividend, 15 per cent, in favor 
of the creditors of the First National bank 
of IKkansas City, Kan., making in all 40 
per cent proved, amounting to $101,704; 
first dividend of 30 per cent in favor of the 
creditors of the Newton ®National bank, 
Newton, Kan., on claims proved amounting 
to $86,306; a second dividend of 25 per 
cent in favor of the creditors of the First 
National bank of Coldwater, Kan., making 
in all 50 re cent on claims proved, amount- 
ing to $54,013; a first dividend of 30 per 
cent in favor of the creditors of the Com- 
mercial National bank of Nashville, Tenn., 
on claims proved, amounting to $1,254,406. 

Comptroller Echels is informed that the 
First National bank of Hot Springs, S. D., 
and the Livingston National ank, of 
Livingston, Mont., have closed their doors 
to business.

General Scofield today sent telegraphic in- 
structions to General Miles, commanding the 
department of the Missouri, directing that 
the recent order withdrawing the troops from 
Autlers, Oklahoma, be revoked. This order 
ls made in consequence of a request to that 
effect made by tie secretary of the interior, 
Who, in explanation stated in substance that 
the revent complications and threatened blood- 
Shed between the Jones and Locke factions 
had left a feeling of unrest that might again 
a8sume a serious form. This condition might 
be precipitated by the execution of the five 
Indians, members of the Locke faction, sen- 
tenced to be. shot early in August. While 
there is not now any indications of trouble, 


it is thought best that the troops be retained 
at Autlers for the present.

Buzzard’s Bay, Mass., July 7.—Joseph 
Jefferson called on President Cleveland this 
afternoon. He said he found him in good 
general health, and very cheerful. 

“His illness it not of a serious nature,” 
he said; “nothing but a slight attack of 
rheumatism, from which he will recover 
in a few days.” 

Although it was early in the day, Presi- 
dent Cleveland was up and dressed, but 
he had not been out on the veranda. He 
sat there a short time yesterday, said Mr. 
Jefferson, and would go out tomorrow if 
this beautiful weather continues. 

Mr. Jefferson is Mr. Cleveland’s only 
ealler since his arrival. 

“Mr. Cleveland did not come to his 
summer home,” said the veteran actor, 
“to continue his public business” or 
entertain visitors, and I know his friends 
will allow him his much-needed rest.” 

It has been the custom of Mr. Cleveland 
and Mr. Jefferson to go on fishing trips for 
several seasons past, but the actor said 
he was very busy formulating plans for 
his new home, and he thought it doubtful 
if either he or the president would be able 
to spare the time to enjoy such a trip.

DEATH AT POMEROY. 


The Terrible Work Done by the Tornado | 
in the Little City. 


IT CAME BOUNDING OVER THE PRAIRIES 


Mangling Its Victims and Leaving 
Desolation in Its Wake. 


FIFTY KILLED AND A HUNDRED WOUNDED 


Bythe Whirling Wind and Flying Tim- 
bers from the Wrecked Houses. 
Property Loss $500,000. 


Pomeroy, Ia., July 7.—Forty-eight dead 
and eight fatally injured and 100 
with broken limbs, cuts and bruises more 
or less severe. This is what the tornado of 
last night accomplished in the way of cas- 
ualties. 

The town of Pomeroy is one complete 
wreck. There is scarcely @ house left 
standing. About fifteen acres of debris 
constitute now what was yesterday a 
thriving village. Splinters are all that re- 
main. Pomeroy is part and parcel of the 
prairie, . the death-dealing wind having 
left it barren and desolate. Scarcely a 
tree remains. 

Piles of broken timber and an occasional 
piece of furniture are all that can be found 
of what once was the largest building in 
the place. Two hundred’ and fifty houses 
were all destroyed. The money lost on 
these and their contents is placed at 
$500,000. 7 

Everywhere about Pomeroy toduy were 
dead and dying people. A dozen men were 
digging graves in the burying ground on the 
hill just north of the village and the hearse 
was kept busy carrying the victims of the 
storm to their last resting place. Doctors 
from a dozen or more places hurried through 
the streets and in their wake followed 
squad of soldiers carrying coffins. } 

Special trains from all the surrounding 
towns brought thousands who were «ec@y 
to take part in the work of caring for the 
dead and wounded. Cothing, food and 
medicines were shipped in by the ton, and so 
order was breught out of chaos, relief corps 
were organized and things were going along 
all right. 

A Night of Death and Terror. 

Last night in Pomeroy was one that 
will never be forgotten by those who were 
here. Darkness followed quickly in the 
wake of the tornado and those who escaped 
death and injury were compelled to grope 
their way among the ruined homes guided 
along by the cry of some pour unfortunate 
who was pinned under the falling timbers. 

Almost every light of any description 
whatsoever was destroyed and the people 
from Fort Dodge and the surrounding places, 
who were the first to reach the scene, failed 
to bring lanterns with them. The search 
fur the victims, therefore, was necessarily 
slow till morning came. It was not till 
the first streaks of light appeared in the 
east that the enormity of the disaster dawned 
upon the people. They looked out where 
once a city stood and saw nothing but a 
timber-strewn prairie. Every residence lot 
south of the railroad tracks had disappeared 
and the spires of several of the churches 
shot upward to the skies and were nowhere 
to be seen. 

Lhe Terrible Work of the Wind. 

Pomeroy yesterday had a wealth of shade 
trees, but this morning nothing was to be 
seen of them save a broken: and twisted 
mass of limbs and roots. Horses and eat- 
tle lay dead in the streets, pigs stuck in 
the sides of houses and dead cats and dogs 
and chickens were scattered over the 
ground. 

Pools of human blood mingled with the 
mud at every turn, showing where some 
victim of the tornado had been tossed after 
life had been crushed out. The air was 
full of moans and sobs and shrieks and 
every other face met in the streets was 
stained with tears. 

The people in Pomeroy seemed powerless 
to do anything for the sufferers aud it was 
not until this morning early when the peuple 
from outside towns arrived, that a thing 
Was done toward recovering the dead and 
caring for the wounded. What js called the 
postotlice building, but which hag recently 
been used as a billiard room, was turned into 
a morgue and hospitals were established 
in the remaining buildings, the biggest one 
being the Pomeroy hotel. 

Headiess und Mangtied Bodies. 

The scene in the improvised morgue this 
morning was a ghastly one. Billiard tabies 
were turned into slabs and.on thése the 
mangled remains of the dead were placed. 
The tloor was badly sunken io the middle and 
here the blood, as it dripped from the tables, 
ran in small streams, forming a puddle of 
gore up to the tops of the attendants’ shoes, 

On the tables were bodies without heads 
and bodies without arms; bodies whose 
legs had been blown away by the cyclone 
and bodies with heads that had been 
crushed beyond recognition by the faliing 
timbers. On one table lay the remaine of 
an old woman, a hole torn in the rear part 
of her head. Close by was a baby not more 


its little arms mashed to a jelly. 
Like a Huge Kall, It Came. 

The tornado—for such it was--eame from 
the northeast. All those who saw it agree 
that it was net of the funnel-shaped species, 
but came bounding along the prairie like 
a huge ball. It was of a dark green color, 
and was accompanied by a terrific noise. 
There are many who saw it when it was 
far ont of town. These gave the alarm, 
and many were prepared for the monster 
when it reached the village. Most of the 
people, however, bevame panic stricken. 
They ran out of their houses and fled up 
the streets, crying and shrieking till struck 
by the flying timbers or whirling trees. 
The cooler ones, however, especially those 
who were near to them, made for the two 
caves in the southeast part of the town, 
built especially for just such occasions as 
this. In one of these caves collécted 
twenty-five people and in another fifteen. 
All escaped without a scratch. | 


there was no evidence of the approaching 

wihriwind. The cyclone was but of a few 

minutes’ duration, and was followed by a 

terrific rainstorm, Which continued at in- 

tervals more or less throughout the night. 
Inthe Path of the Storm. 

The path of the storm seems to be an 
eighth of a mile in width and twenty mniles 
long. The death list out in the country 18 
heavy, and from many of the neighboring 
towns c@me reports of many casualties. 

Cherokee county swells the total number 
of dead by fifteen. Eight men are reported 
killed at Storm Lake, and many other 
places give notice of one or two deaths. 
It was not until noon today that the work 
of rescue really began. By that time there 
Was a good supply of doctors, not enough, 
however, to care for the wounded. 

The ladies of Fonda and Fort Dodge 
Went out as nurses, and there was a 
plentiful suppiy of bedding and food. As 
rapidly as possible the injured were taken 
to the improvised hospital and given medi- 
cal attention. It was soon found, however, 
that the buildings used for this purpose 
were far too small, and efforts were made 
to lessen the number of patients in each. 
This was no easy task, for there was no 
place to put them. About this time, how- 
ever, Company D., Fourth artillery, of 
Fort Dodge, commanded by Lieutenant 
Chattand, arrived with a full camp equip- 
ment. Their tents were close to the bos- 
pital, and into these many of the sufferers 
were placed. They were not particularly 
comfortable, however, for the sun was in- 


tensely hot, and caused the thermometer 


to rise into the nineties. 

Deaths occurred among the injured every 
little while during the day long. The num- 
ber of those who had expired of their in- 
juries, up to this evening, was placed at 
a dozen. 

At Kellef Headquarters. 


The National Bank of Pomeroy was 


nade the headquarters for the relief move- 
ment. Here those willing tu work or to 
act as nurses were assigned to the various 
hospitals and here also provisions, money, 
bedding, and clothing were received and 
ail of tnes« ‘necessaries rolled in rapidly. 
By 3 o'clock this afternoon, the office of 
the bank was stacked with food and cloth- 
ing and boxes of each were arriving on 
every train. 
The Covernor on the Scene. 

Governor Boies arrived at 4 o'clock and 
took charge. He vas iirst driven out over 
the stricken town and visited the hospitals 
and mvurgue, consulted with those who had 
thus far directed things and thenissued a 
proclamation setting forth the needy of 
the suffers and calling npon the people of 
Iowa to contribute liberally. 

The governor said th situation was far 
worse than he expectell, and assured the 
people that nothing that would add to their 
comfort and relief would be undone. He 
ordered more tents from Des Moines and 
said he would have # company or more 
soldiers on the ground before tomor- 
row. 

The intense heat made it impossible to 
keep the bodies of the dead and those that 
were not claimed by relatives or friends 
and by them buried or pn away by noon, 
were placed in the gré by the officials: 
Forty graves were dug ‘and filled with 
dead up to 9 o’clock this evening and at 
that hour, the flitting Jlanterng in the 
cemnetery showed plainly that the work of 
burial was still going on.

Complications About a Big Business at 
Greenville, 8. C. 

Greenville, S. C., July 7.—(Special.)—The 
grocery and general merchandise stores of 
John Slattery were closed by Sheriff Gilreath 
here yesterday under a foreclosure of mort- 
gages held by the Chicora Savings bank, of 
Pelzer, 8. C., and W. W. LBurgiss, of this 
city. The amount of the two mortgages is 
about $5,000.. Mr. Slattery’s stock and ac- 
eounts, notes and other securities are est{- 
mated to be worth about $15,000 to 320,000 
He also owns some real estate, which is 
covered by mortgages. His lHabilities are esti- 
muted all the. way from $30,000 to $50,000. 

It is difficult to estimate his liabitities as 
the business for several years bas been man- 
aged by his son, John Slattery, Jr., as his art- 
torney, and since the seizure of the stock by 
the sheriff numerous transactions are comin; 
to light, which do not reflect very great credit 
upon the young man’s business ability 

At the time of the seizure by the sheriff Mr 
Slattery was at home quite sick and his son 
wis away in Augusta and Charleston, where 
he had gone with hope of raising some money 
to ease off his creditors. 

Much sympathy is expressed for Mr. Slat- 
tery, Sr., ie his trouble. He has the respect 
and friendship of the business men of this 
community and many offers of assistance from 
friends.

Bardwell, Ky., July 7-—Seay J. Miller, 
the negro charged with the outrage and 
murder of Mary and Ruby Ray, was hang- 
ed at 3:27 o’clock this afternoon and the 
body burned after being horribly mutilated. 

The negro made a speech proclaiming his 
innocence but it is said he afterward made 
a partial confession. 

The steamer Three States with over one 
hundred men.from Cairo on board, met tae 
special train from Sykeston at. Baird's 
Point. The prisoner was put on the boat 
and taken to Wickliffe at 5 o’clock this 
morning. There Frank Gordon, the fish- 
erman, who rowed the murderer across the 
Mississippi river Wednesday night identi- 
fied Miller as the same man. Still Miller 
pleaded his innocence and John Ray, the 
father of the murdered girls, counseled 
patience. 

The mob boarded a train at Wickliffe 
and brought the prisoner to this city, ar- 
riving at 11:30 o’clock. There were not 
less than 5,000 men at the depot and the 
train, consisting of five coaches, was crowd- 
ed. Previous to this, an agreement was 
made by the people to allow the father of 
the children to prescrihe the punishment, 
but when the train arrived, it seemed that 
the men forgot their promise for the time. 
They rushed to the train, one after another, 
and at one time it was thought by a great 
many that the negro was being torn limb 
from limb. At last quiet was restore@ 
and all went to a very high scaffold, con- 
structed of bridge timber. Sheriff Hutson, 
the prisoner and a number of the guards 
mounted the stand. 

the Father Wanted Him Barned. 

John Ray, the father of the murdered 
girls, made a talk, in which he said: 

“This is the man who killed my children, 
but let us keep quiet now, and at the 
proper time burn him.” : 

The negro was called upon to make a 
speech, and responded promptly and with 
wonderful nerve, considering. the cireum- 
stances under which he was placed. His 
voice Was clear, and he seemed almost 
oblivious to the surroundings. His exact 
words were as follows: 

“My name is Seay J. Miller, and I am 
from Springfield, Il. My wife lives at 716 
North Second street. I am here among 
you as a stranger, and looked on by you 
as the most brutal man that ever stood on 
God's green earth. 1 am standing here an 
innocent man among excited men, who do 
not propose to let the law take its course. 
I have committed no crime to be deprived 
of my liberty or life. I am not guilty.” 

At this time he was disturbed by several 
questions, and many called him to go on; 


but Sheriff Hutson begged to be permitted 


to put him in jail and get some rest for 
himself, which he needed so badly. 

At this time Mr. Ray, the father of the 
children, appeared on the stand and talked 
only a few moments, carrying on a con- 
versation with several persons on the 
ground. Mr. Ray repeated the charge 
against the negro, and said he was willing 
to set a time and place for the execution, 
which was soon agreed between him and 
several by-standers, should be at 3 o'clock. 
It was then a few minutes past 12 o’clock, 
and the negro was placed in jail to await 
the time when he would be called for. 

The Hour of the Kxecution. 

At 2:30 o'clock, the negro was brought 
from the jail to the principal street. A 
chain was around his neck, and many men 
were pulling and gurging at it. The crowd 
was wild, and no one could guess the fate 
of the negro. He was almost suffocated 
when the ground was: reached, and here 
the father of the girls relented a little 
and suggested that he be hanged rather 
than burnt. 

At 3:27 o’clock this afternoon, the body 
was swung to a tall pole and as he was 
dragged up his clothes were torn from 
his body by the maddened mob. He was 
heard to say just as they drew him up: 

“IT am an innocent man!” 

Had He a Partner. 

But there is an authentic report that 
he made at least a partial confession 
as the mob took him from the jail, but 
this confession implicated a partner in some 
way and nothing positive can be learned. 
He was drawn up with his face toward 
the pole and when his feet were two or 
three feet from the ground some one shot 
him from the front, the ball passing through 
his body. In a very few minutes life was 
extinct, it being ascertained that he was 
dead at 3:45 o'clock. 

The body was left hanging until 4:25 
o'clock, during which time some of the 
toes and fingers were cut off. 

The bods* was finally taken down and 
earried about 300 yards to the rear of 
Towns & Harlan’s mill. At that place 
the ears, were cut off; nearly all the re- 
maining toes and fingers were severed and 
the body otherwise mutilated. 

Burning the Body. 

The body was then placed between two 
logs and kindling piled upon it and 
then rough wood to complete the job of 
burning. The crowd mmained orderly to 
the last, but very determined. The men 
who did the hanging are from Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Illinois and Missouri, but the 
work was done in such a manner and the 
throng was so great that no man can name 
an individual who participated. 
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HIS ACCOUNTS SLIGHTLY INCORRECT, 


And He Shot Himself in Consequence—The 
Tragic Death of a Virginian.

No good canse is known for Mr. Mar-

Recently his Belle Isle accounts have not 
been satisfactory to the Old Dominion 
Company and his resignation had been ask- 
ed for. The only trouble seemed to be 
that some $500 worth of goods had not 
been properly posted on the books. 

The loss of his situation at his advanced 
age doubtless weighed heavily on his mind. 
The interment will be made at Petersburg 
tomorrow. 


One of the deceased’s sons, Albert, shot, 


himself with a pisto? in 1880. He was 
then only eighteen years old. His suicide 
was supposed to have been the result of 
a love affair.

Columbia, 8. C., July 7.—(Special . }- 
“Injunction permanent; law declared un- 
constitutional.” 

Such is the startling contents of a dis 
patch received here late tonight from Dar 
lington giving the result of the hearing in 
the application before Circuit Judge Hudson 
for an injunction restraining J. D. Floyd, 
who had been appointed liquor dispenser for 
Darlington, from opening the dispensary. 

The fight against Floyd's appointment 
was made by a number of freeholders, 
who retained Attorney C. S. Nettles ag 
counsel. Last Thursday Nettles argued 
the case before Judge Hudson at Bennetts 
ville, and a temporary injunction was 
granted restraining Floyd from opening the 
dispensary until argument could be heard. 

The principal point made by Nettles was 
that Floyd did not have the names of a 
majority of the freeholders signed to his 
petition, as is required by law.

WITH THE BANKS. 


It Is Believed the Bank Statement Isaned 
Today Will Be a Good One. 


New York, July 7.—At all the large 
banks it was said today that the demands 
for rediscounts were larger than they had 
been for months. Receipts came from all 
parts of the country and the indications 
were today that early next week there 
will be a steady flow of currency back 
to this city. On the whole there was a 
mach more bopeful feeling among bankers 
woday. it is believed that tomorrow’s bank 
statement wil] be, considering al] the cir- 
cumstances, a very good one. 

The clearing house loan committce is- 
sw $500,000 in loan certificates today, 
making the total amount now outstanding 
$22,510,000. If the cal] rate keeps down to 
the present figure $1,000,000 of certificates 
will be canceled Saturday. 

Another curious resuit of the money 
stringency is working itself out. How great 
the lack of currency in the city banks has 
been is plain from the fact that personal 
presentafion of checks at the subtreasury 
with which clearing house balances cannot, 
of course,- be settled in loan. certificates, 


has on=nearly every day tiis week made 


the subtreasury a creditor at the clearing 
house, a very rare occurrence. Today its 
indebtedness was $230,000. But this relief 

as not been adequate and as a eonsequence 
the banks have been foreed in increasing 
quantity to tender gold at the treasury for 
notes. In response to the supply on the 
gold balances havein a week run up $2,000,- 
WOO to nearly $97,000,000. The sentimental 
influence of the treasury’s $100,000,000 
gold reserve once more intact, could hardly 
fail to be considerable. 

There was some demand for money today 
from the south, but only what is expected 
at this time of year. Advices received by 
bankers from various sections in Texas to- 
day were to the effect that the prospects 
for the cotton crop were never better, and 
that the cotton in Texas will begin to move 
in about six weeks hence. 

Philadelphia still continues to attract 
close attention on account of the high rates 
of New York exchange. Philadelphia banks 
are now refusing to accept drafts for col- 
lection unless they are allowed their own 
time in which to remit. All the clearing 
house balances on Philadelphia are now 
placed in clearing house loans and the banks 
there are unable to pay out such currency 
or gold as they have on hand without re- 
ducing their reserve to a dangerously low 

oint. 

. The assay office has received $650,000 in 
Spanish gold, making, with some received 
from the same source on Monday, about 
$900,000 in all this week received at the

It was reported at noon today that a large 
sum of gold had been’ brought in 
nounced until its arriva] in the harbor on 
the Augusta Victoria by one of the local 
banks.

WHY HE REFUSED. 


Governor Turney Explains His View of the 

Law Relating to Insurance Companies, 

Nashville, Tenn., July 7.--(Special.)—In a 
lengthy letter received here today Governor 
Turney sets forth his reasons for declining 
to call an extra session of the legislature to 
amend the law as desired by the insurance 
companies. i 

The acts. of 1801 require that all corpora- 
tions doing business in Tennessee file their 
charters with the secretary of state. ‘The 
supreme court declared the law constitution- 


al and Secretary of State Morgan ordered 
ull corporations to comply with the luw by 
July Ist. ’ 


Insurance companies objected because they 
feared they would become domésticated and 
liable to taxation on their capital stock. 
About forty companies withdrew from the 
state; a few filed their charters, while a few 
will ignore the law. 

In his letter Governor Turney says he feels 
he would not be justified in calling an extra 
sessiou, and that the perpsee of the act are 
not fully comprehended. ‘*The caption of the 
act shows that the legisiature was dealing 
jione with foreign corporations, and had no 
reference whatever to domestic corporations. 
Having made such a caption it was by the 
terms of the constitution strictly confined to 
it in any legislation it might make. I eall 
especial attention to the fact that the caption 
restricts its purpose to foreign corporations 
and the legislature could pot go beyond it, 
whereas if the subject matter had been sim-. 
ply corporations in general terms, it might 
nave dealt with domestic as well as foreign. 
The restriction was purposely used. There is 
nothing in the law authorizing a taxation 
upoh property not in the state and subject 
to its jurisdiction. The state has no right 
to go beyond its borders and place a tax upon 
property."’

THE RIOTING STILL CONTINUES. 


And the Parisian Mobs, as Usual, Are Hard 
to Quiet—Newspaper Men Beaten, 
‘Paris, July 7.~-Though the district in the 
vicinity of the Place de Republique remained 
quiet throughout the day, this evening th? in- 
fantry and cavalry took possession of the 
place to guard against a recurrence of the 
disorderly scenes that recently took place 
there. The Boulevard St. Martin, Boule- 
vard Temple, Boulevard Volfatre, the Ave- 
nue de la Republique and the Boulevard 
Magenta, all of which open into the Place 
de la Republique, are patroled by a strong 

military force. 

This evening opened with the police appre- 
hensive of riots in many parts of the Latin 
quarter. Traftie was stopped in the prin- 
cipal streets. Every open space had been 
occupied by mounted police and all the side 
streets were full of people. The street 
speakers were compelled to move on when- 
ever they tried to call a crowd, Most of 
the agitators, therefore, retired to the cafes 
where they denounced the police and ex- 
horted their hearers to clear the streets of 
military. Round the Place de la Republique 
these grounds of trouble were exceedingly 
numerous. 

Shortly before Y o’clock the cafes were 
emptied and the mobs were again in the 
streets. In the Boulevard de Temple and 
de Voltaire the rioters were armed with 
clubs and a few revolvers. They warched 
cheering and singing toward the Place de 
la Republique. At the corner of the Rue 
de Angouleme the rioters in the Boulevard 
de Voltaire were met by a body of dra- 
goons and Irnecers. They were ordered 
back but pressed ahead... The military 
charged, but, although many rioters were 
knocked down and trampled the mob did 
not yield. The soldiers were received with 
showers of stones and scattering shots. 
Several were stryk with clubs. The charge 
was repeated and the mob began retreating. 
In their retreat the rioters set fire to the 
booths which they did not splinter with 
clubs. For five blocks the Boulevard de 
Voltaire is strewn with broken timbers, 
charred boards and torn and bloody clothing, 

Thirty or forty rioters are known to have 
been severely wounded. Two lancers are 
anid to have been wounded by revolver 
shots. In the Boulevard de Temple similar 
encounters took place. Several newspaper 
men were assaulted and beaten by the po- 
lice.

JUDGE BARTLETT GOMES TO THE RESCUE 


The Holton Road Goes Through ~The 
Georgia Southern Hesring— Professor 
Willet Goes to Augusta. 


Macon, Ga, July 7.—(Special.)—t!or 
the first time in many years Bibb county 
is unable to pay the jury scrip held by 
jurors of the superior and city courts, and 
scrip due for services on coroner’s and lu- 
nacy juries. The tax collector, by order of 
the county commissioners, has always 
paid jury scrip on presentation, and great 
has been the gurprise of jurors the past 
day or two when informed by the tax 
collector that the commissioners had nottl- 
fied him not to pay any more scrip for 
the present. In consequence, there has 
been considerable kicking on the part of 
the jurors. The oceasion of the non-pay- 
ment is due to the fact that the county 
as no money in the treasury. Considera- 
able taxes are past due, and there have 
been some special and extraordinary de 
mands for cash upon the county. Let it 
not be understood for a moment that the 
county is “‘broke” for such is not the case. 
Bibb owes only $10,000, and this is~ in 
bonds, $5,000 of wificl T8 due January 
1, 1804, and $5,000 January 1, 
1895. The taxable value of property is 
$20,000,000. So, it can be readily seen 
that Bibb is in a splendid condition. The 
present embarrassment of the county is 
only temporary. In the fall her treasury 
will be full to overflowing with money 
from taxes. Heretofore, when the coun- 
ty wished money and was out of funds 
all it had to do was to go to the bank and 
borrow all the money desired, for the 
credit of the county is gilt edge, but just 
now there is a financial depression all over 
the United States and Macon and Bibb 
feel the stringency as well as other places. 
The result ig the banks of the city are not 
loaning any considerable sums of money 
for the present, and the county, like ina- 
viduals, can’t get the- accommodations as 
formerly. The county has paid a great deal 
of money in jury scrip the past few weeks 
and months. Only on last Saturday the 
county cashed $1,100 worth of jury scrip. 

What Bartlett Did. 

Judge Bartlett, of the superior couft, 
heard that the commissioners had discon- 
tinued paying jury scrip, owing to the 
want of money, and the difficulty of mak- 
ing a loan at bank, and he went this 
morning to the Exchange bank and, after 
an explanation of the situation that insti- 
tution agre@d tofounthe commissioners 
$000 to help pay the jury scrip. The clerk of 
the commiissfoners has been informed of 
thts-arr@ he will, no doubt, communicate 
at once with the commissioners, lt is not 
known what action they will take in the 
matter.

In His Store 


By A BURGLAR HE FINDS THERE. 


Bure 
A Desperate Deed by & Murderous 
glar This Morning Near Edge- — 
wood—Offie:rs After Him. 


A desperate, murderous burglar shot Mr. 
Jackson Mell, the well known merchant, 
whose store is near the cotton seed oil 
mills on the Georgia railroad, this morn- 
ing about 2 o'clock. 

‘And the indications aré that Mr. Mell 
will die from the wound inflicted. 

At 8 o’clock this morning, ap hour after 
the shooting, Mr. Mell was very low and 
Dr. H. M. Smith, who was called in, was 
sitting beside him watebing him closely . 

Mr. Mell lives within thirty or forty 
yards of his store and has @ purglar alarm 
connecting the buildings. This morning 
about 2 o’clock, the alarm aroused Mr. 
Mell from a good, sound sleep and spring 
ing from his bed he grabbed his pistol and 
started for the stpre. “he indications 
now are-that the burglar discovered that 
the alarm had been given and was in the 
act of attempting to make his escape as 
he and Mr. Mell came face to face just as 
Mr. Mell stepped upon the porch in front 


of the store. 
The burglar, however, was yet inside the 
store, and as Mr, Mell saw him, called 


out: 

“Surrender, or I'll kill you!” 

As Mr. Mell spoke he raised his pistol 
and pointed it at the burglar. The burglar, 
however, was not of the timid kind, and be- 
fore Mr. Mell could fire the desperate house- 
preaker pulled the trigger of, his pistol. 
There was a report and with a stinging sen- 
gation in his side Mr, Mell drepped to the 
porch. As Mr. Mell fell the burglar sprang 


over him and made his escape. 

The wound which was inflicted disabled 
the merchant and he was unable to get a 
whack at the would-be murderer. 

Members of Mr, Mell’s family who had 
been aroused by the burglar alarm heard 
the report of the pistol and rushed to the 
store. On the porch they found the mer- 
chant lying. te was suffering intense 
pain in his left side and was removed io 
the house and Dr, Smith, who lives near 
by, was sent for, The doctor arrived as 
soon as possible and found the merchant 
suffering intensely, 

Ap exawination revealed the fact that 
the ball had entered’ the left side and had 
assed through the body, lodging near the 
ackbone. 

Dr. Smith succeeded in extracting the 
ball and did all he could to relieve the suf- 
ferer. At last reports from Mr. Mell’s 
bedside his condition was critical, but not 
necessarily fatal, so the doctor said. 

Mr. Mell was unable to identify the 
burglar and has no idea whether he was a 
negro or a white man.

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AT CAMP NORTHEN. 


At Is Soldier Life in Barnest Down at 
Griffin These Days. 


THE SUN IS QUITE WARM, THANK YOU 


And the Boys Are Having Ample Opportu- 
nity of Ascertaining That Fact. 
Notes of the Day in Camp. 


Griffin, Ga., July 7.—(Special.)—Yester 
day at 12 o'clock Georgia’s military en- 
campment was formally opened. The peo- 
ple of Griffin and surrounding vicinity have 
been looking forward to the coming of the 
soldiers with great interest, and although 
the enthusiasm is not quite so high as last 
year on account of the novelty of the affair 
then, yet when the band begins to play fa- 
miliar patriotic marches and the young 
manhood of the state come forward in their 
uniforms of blue and gray ready to dare 
and to die for the sacred honor and liberty 
of our commonwealth, no one in whom still 
lingers one spark of patriotism can refrain 
from feeling proud of the state’s militia. 

While the decorations are not so elaborate 
as heretofore, there can be seen floating 
in the soft sun-kissed breeze banners, bunt- 
ing and flags of the union. These cannot 
but infuse enthusiasm in the breast of all 
true patriots. As long as southern chivalry 
maintains its lofty standard, so long will 
the volunteer troops of the state be the 
pride of all Georgia. 5 

Griffin worked hard to secure the location 
of the annual military encampment, and 
now it cannot afford not to take interest in 
its affair. Thus, loyal to her intentions, 
she will ever do. She has complied with 
her contract in every sense and feels proud 
of the fact that she has done her part te 
make the encampment a grand success. 

And this it promises to be. Certainly it 
will be the most profitable one in the his- 
tory of military affairs of the state. 

The Quartermaster General 

Quartermaster West came down from 
Atlanta, and is now about the busiest man 
you ever saw. He is actively looking after 
the arrangement of the various. depart- 
ments of the camp, and with his assistant, 
Captain Kenan, much has been accom- 
plished. He stated today that Georgia 
now had, so far as he could judge, the pret- 
tiest encampment grounds in °the whole 
south. He is delighted with everything 
now and thinks this year’s training in the 
camp will not only benefit the soldiers un- 
told, but will mark a decided change in the 
public mind towards military matters. Any 
one who visits the camp could not help 
being struck with the thoroughness und 
cepa with which the work is done. 
‘he state has been especially fortunate in 
securing the corps of instructors who will 
have charge of the camp, guard duty, small 
arms practice, company and battalion drills, 


\ dress parades, etc. 


Right here let me say that no state has a 
more popular, affable and competent quar- 
West. He 
is the people’s friend and nothing that he 
ean do that would prove beneficial. to the 
state of Georgia will be left undone. Then 
Lieutenant Satterlee is a fine man. Thor- 
oughly familiar with the duties of his of- 
fice and being well acquainted with encamp- 
ment work, he is eminently fitted to be aa- 
jutant of the post. He also fills several 
other important positions. Although hav- 
ing been through quite a number of encamp- 
ments, he says that he must have a bureau 
in his tent, nv matter how much he is 
laughed at. He furthermore sends out 
this important order and commands its 
strict obedience: All who are concerned 
tuke notice, that no trees, sticks nor alliga- 
He says he 
doesn’t mitt] snakes so bad, as he is more 
or less familiar with the commun preventive 
and cures for their effects. 

N. G. Gewinner, surgeon general, came 
in today. He is from Macon and will have 
charge of the hospital headquarters. These 
quarters have been greatly improved. A 
water sink has been put in, with a room 
eut off for the storage ot drugs and medi- 
cines, ald another room for the headquar- 
ters of the surgeon. ‘The building has been 
scouted and whitewashed thoroughly. As 
Surgeon General Gewinner walked up Lieu- 
tenant Satterlee remarked that the state 
should be congratulated on securing his ser- 
vices. In his opinion he was the best man 
in the union in his department. The doc- 
tor is fine looking and has quite a military 
air. 

Lieuteant Harry M. Hallock, assistant 
surgeon in the United States army, arrived 
today, bringing with him the regulars who 
will be his assistants. ‘The hospital, ambu- 
lance, litter corps, ete., came through the 
country. This feature of encampment 
work will be sumething new and interest- 
ing. The ambulance will be stationed near 
the upper end of the camp, in the rear of 
the officers tents. 

Immediately upon arriving at the grounds 
the troops were assigned quarters and at 
once the boys began work putting up their 
tents. Any one who thinks that the en- 
campment is a frolic should have seen them 
working. Work and plenty of it seemed 
to be the order of the day. However, the 
boys did not complain, but went manfully 
at it, and in an hour the grounds’ were 
spotted with white pyramids. The tents 


‘are all nearly square, there being but a few 


dballooners left, and they look lonely. All 
the tents are pauitertable, with flies and 
plank floors. 

The troopers all came in rigged out in the 
regulation uniform—blue coats and pants 
with yellow trimmings. However, they 
were not in camp but a few minutes before 


- those yellow-striped trowser& had ‘been dis- 


placed by jeans breeches and duck leggins. 
Colonel Gordon in Command. 


Colonel W. W. Gordon has command of 
the camp for the first period, and a gal- 
lant ofticer he will make. The only thing 
he has to regret is that his men were forced 
to come dismounted. Last year he suf- 
fered the saine fate, and it seems like it is 
impossible for him to get his men ih camp 
mounted. 

The first cannon was fired and the first 
dress parade was had today.: The guards 
have been assigned and the festive spectator 
now has trouble in getting across the line. 
He can stand outside and look, but cannot 
Cross the boundary. Of course, the guards 
cannot mee all out, buteso far as possible 
the line will be kept in watch. 

The camp has now in quarters about 450 
men, mostly cavalry. ‘Being accustomed 
to drill on horses, they appear at a digad- 
vantage on foot. "They, however, do fairly 
well considering the circumstances. They 
are determined fellows and will accomplish 
great things in capturing the now unknown 

art of the tactics. Every opportunity will 

e afforded them for information and prac- 
tice. Such officers as have charge of the 
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n after the guards were mounted 
Lieutenant Satterlee delivered to them a Jec- 
ture on the duties of the guards, such as 
sentinels, passwords and the like. He is a 
pleasant talker and imparts knowledge in 
a plain, clear way. Several of the guards 
were new fn the business and appeared to 
a disadvantage, but that was no excuse; 
they were put on the line and told to carry 
that gun and say nothing and do nothing 
but walk that beat. They were not accus- 
tomed to the hot rays of the summer’s sun 
and turned awfully red, but the orders were 
to walk that line. They might frown and 
grunt, but must never cease to march up 
and down that post. It’s hard, you know, 
but it must be done. However, their trial 
will be out in a day and night, and then it 
will be their turn to look upon the others 
do the guard work. 

It is a question yet undecided whether it 
is best to go on guard or to push the wheel- 
barrow. Both are to be done. In making 
up the guard the Georgia Hussars and Lib- 
erty Independent Troop were especially 
complimented. Each company details three 
nen, a sergeant, corpora 
and these are combined to make up the 
guard, and from these the officers are 
chosen. Sergeant Beois, of the Georgia 
Hussars, was chosen as the most compe- 
tent sergeant to be the commander of the 
second platoon and sergeant of the guard. 
Corporal Constantine was selected right 
guide of the first platoon, and Privat 
Dancy, for his soldierly bearing and cleat 
arms, was chosen by Tientement Satterlee 
to be orderly to the colonel. These three 
are from the Georgia Hussars and is quite 
a compliment. Sergeant A. G. Cassels 
was appointed sergeant major of the sec- 
ond squadron, and Sergeant R. F. Cas 
sels sergeant major of the first squadron. 
These come from the Liberty Independent 
Troop. Both are clever, and The Constitu- 
tion 1s indebted to them for many courtesies, 

Handsome Compliments. 


Lieutenant Saterlee also complimented 
the Georgia Hussars when they came into 
camp. Last year they won three out of 
five of the marksman’s buttons. When 
Lieutenant Satterlee saw them coming he 
met Captain Gordon and _= said: “Hello, 
captain, did you bring the twenty-five men? 
We have twenty-five buttons.” The re- 
mark was gratifying to the entire company, 
and this year they will maintain their high 
standard as target shooters. 

Colonel Gordon being post commander, 
Major Meldrim will command the Fifth 
Georgia cavalry. Major Wyley will com- 
mand the first squadron. Lieutenant Gull- 
lard, of Troop A, will be adjutant of the 


first squadron; Lieutenant Bell, of Troop y 


H, will be adjutant of the second squadron. 
7 S. Way will be regimental adjutant 
and the regimental sergeant major will] be 
Sergeant Skinner, of Troop H. 

Regular work in target shooting .was 
taken up this morning. Lieutenant Sater- 
lee is pushing this work very much. The 
range is in fine condition. (uartermaster 
West says it is the best in the south. 

One noticeable feature of this year’s en- 
campment is the willingness with which 
the boys go to work without complaining or 
grumbling at all. They go cheerfully about 
whatever is assigned them. You can see 
that they have come to camp not for a 
frolic or a picnic, but to dearn more about 
military matters. This is the right way to 
look at it. Any who have prejudices 
against the encampment should visit it and 
see what is actually being done and then 
express an unbiased opinion, 

The great trouble with the majority of 
the people is that they have formed opin- 
ions without any just evidence for or 
against. It is done on general principles, 
so to speak. Let them come to the camp 
first, learn something of the hardships of 
camp life, something of the hard work that 
is being done, and then if they can call it 
a union picnic, all right. However, that 
would be a reflection on their judgment, 
and I would advise them not to be guilty 
of any such error.

HE WON HIS CASE. 


A 6uit Involying the Ownership of One 

Fourth of a Leuisiana Lottery Ticket. 
From the New Orleans, La., Daily ltem. 

John J. Kelly vs. People’s Bank et al. 
Plaintiff began this suit by seizing a lot- 
tery ticket, one-twentieth of a whole tick- 
et, which had won $15,000 and had been 
forwarded to the People’s bank for collec- 
tion and in which he claimed one-fourth 
interest as owner. By consent, the ticket 
was cashed, and the unclaimed three- 
quarters were withdrawn, leaving the 
occasions purchased five fractions of lot- 
claimed by John W. Fellow, under control 
of the court. ie 

The parties live in St. Louis and have 
been quite unfortunate. In 1891, Fenlow, 
Kelly, Noreland, Keefe and Connors 
formed a quasi club, and on three or four 
occassions purchased five fractions of ‘lot- 
tery tickets, said fractions costing $1 each, 
and each member contributing his propor- 
tion of the price, was equally interested in 
the winnings. Fenlow generally Was 
charged with purchasing the tickets and held 
them until the drawing. 

The members usually paid their contri- 
butions before the drawings and Fenlow 
paid the lottery ticket vender. 

In April, 1892, they invested (Connors had 
dropped out). All paid except Kelly, who 
had agreed to pay his dollar on the day 
preceding the drawing. : 

The tickets had been selected by Noreland 
There was no further intercourse between 
the members of the club until after’he draw- 
ing on Tuesday, April 12th, when it was 
learned that one of the four tickets had 
won $15,000. The tickets have been paid 


‘for by Fenlow and-the question for the 


court to decide is whetber Fenlow paid for 
account of Kelly, one dollar, or whether 
it was for his own account. 

The day after the drawing Kelly tendered 
his dollar, but was told that he was “too 
late,”’ and that he was “not in it.” 

The court concludes that Fenlow gave 
Kelly to understand that he (Fenlow) would 
see that Kelly’s interest in the ticket would 
be prnid for. 

It is therefore ordered, adjudged and de- 
creed that there be judgment ini favor of 
John J. Kelly against John W. 
decreeing Kelly to have been themowner of 
an undivided one-fourth interest in the lot- 
tery ticket and that plaintiff receive and 
collect $3,750, representing the one-fourth 
of the proceeds of the lottery ticket now on 
deposit.

Let it be borne in- mind by every

The silver question in this 
country Kas been stripped of the con- 
fusions and perpiexities of the farce of 
free coinage in India. And it has been 
simplified in other ways. The single 
gold standard men are coming out from 
cover. Horace White, the distinguished 
mugwump and partner of Henry Vil- 
lard, and John B. Henderson, the re- 
publican shyster politician, are trumpet- 
ing forth the views of the goldolators. 
Hieretofore the northeastern conspira- 
tors and gold monopolists have been de- 
claring that they are in favor of bimet- 
allism if only a “parity” could be main- 
tained. But now the veil has been 
lifted—and to such an extent that some 
of our contemporaries, who imagine that 
the democratic platform has been de- 
stroyed by the Indian event, are declar- 
ing that John B. Henderson, the repub- 
‘liean, has become the mouthpiece and 
interpreter of John G. Carlisle, the 
democrat.

I would be glad to correspond with the of- 
ficer who wrote the article, and I feel confi- 
dent that he will not be sorry to learn that 
no one was killed or permanently sapere in 
that affair. Only a few days previcus we 
had to guard a large number of confederate 
prisoners from Salisbury, N. C., to the rail- 
road in East Tennessee, and I rejoice to re- 
member that though only a boy of eighteen 
years, I did many acts of’ kindness to the 
Ae geo especially passing the cool, spark- 
ing water, which abounded by the mountain 
roadside, to the weary and thirsty captives. 

Further, I can say with real pleasure, that 
during my two years’ service I was nevér 
guilty of an unkind word or deed toward any 
prisoner and only wish I could say the ‘same 
for all my comrades. I have the kindest 
feeling toward all ex-confederates who were 
brave and honorable and humane, agvhich 1 
believe the majority of them. were..

THE TRIAL WAS A VERY SAD ONE. 


The Unfortunate Lad Did Not Realize 
the Gravity of the Situation—He 
Sang in the Courtroom, 


The trial of Tommy Fagains yesterday 
moroing on a writ of lunacy, which re- 
guited in his being found of an irresponsible 
condition of mind, was one of the most 
pathetic jncidents that has occurred in the 
courthouse in many days. 

Sitting in a chair by the side of Bailiff 
McCullough- the jnrbecile matricide rocked 
backwards and forwards in his chair in 
fdiotic delight. Occasionally he would break 
out into a wild, wordless song and as 
quickly quiet down. He called for his 
father with the pitiful request that he be 
taken home. 

During the trial while his father was 
testifying the boy sprang up several times 
and, with outstretched arms, started to- 
wards his father saying: 

“Ta’ me ho’, par,” and mambling other 
words and sentences that could only be 
understood by the heart-broken members 
of his own family. Once or twice he 
clamored to be allowed to sit down by his 
father. Thesight was a sad one. The 
three sisters of the unfortunate boy and 
the boy’s father were all in tears and he 
seemed to take no notice of it. 

Just before Ordinary Calhoun was ready 
to proceed with the trial the boy became so 
restless that the bailiff was obliged to dtake 
him out of the courtroom and let him walk 
about. When he arose to leave the room 
with the bailiff it could be seen that his 
disabilities extended to his body as well 
as his mind. His left arm swayed appa- 
rently useless by his side and he limped in 
a painful manner. In truth, it is to be won- 
dered at that in his crippled condition he 
was able to so concentrate his muscular 
force as to be able to strike his mother 
. the head without having first awakening 
er. 

The horrible murder has been told in 
detail and hardly needs and recapitulation. 
The imbecile was suddenly seized with an 
irresistible desire to kill the mother who 
bad loved and protected him all his life 
despite the fraiities of both his body and 
brain. Just at the very time when hie 
mother was unable .to protect or defend 
herself in the least shis insane idea teok 
eutire possession of the idiot’s feeble and 
diseased mind. When he was niet at the 
door of the home by his little sister he had 
the ax in his hand. He made no attempt 
to strike her down. She asked him what 
he Was going to do with it. He replied 
in his mumbling way that he was going to 
put it up in the house. Suspicioning noth- 
ing, the little sister went out into the yard 
and the unfortunate attacked his sick moth- 
er, WhO was lying asleep on a pallet on the 
floor. His mania for murdering his mother 
had such complete possession of him that 
be did not stop his bloody, murderous work 
after killing her. He kept hacking away 
with the bloody ax until he ‘had succeeded 
iu severing the head from the body, and it 
Was not until then that he ceased to use 
the weapon. 

the testimony of the boy’s father it 
was brought out that the boy ‘loved his 
mother better than he did any one else 
in the family; that he always did everything 
he could for ‘het’ and would not allow her 
to even draw a bucket of water if he was 
auywhere about. It seems, too, that the 
boy nursed his mother with the tenderest 
care during her illness. He went errands 
for her and whenever her fever brought on 
thirst it was the weak-minded boy that was 
always the one to go and bring her water. 
But all this only serves to intensify the. deed 
~the repulsiveness of it, the horror and 
sadness surrounding it. 

| The isoy's Father Testifies. 

After the ordinary’s jury had been im- 
paueicd the father of the boy was put upon 
the stand. As soon as Tommy gaw him he 
started towards him and wanted to be 
taken home.

But there is a vagueness about it. The 
directors have not held their meeting yet 
to act on the question of dividend.

When The Constitution stated that the 
dividend would be passed this year, the 
facts W@rranted the statement. A_ stock- 
holder said yesterday: “lf we do get a 
dividend now, it will be because a loan 
has been made. The finances did not 
warrant it a few days back. ‘There was a 
scare among the security holders, and 
‘they have been a little uneasy, but we 
hope everything will come out all right.”’ 

Captain ‘l'yler, the general manager of 
the company, said yesterday that he has 
no information about what the directors 
will do. ke added that he wis surprised 
at the statemeut that the company would 
pass a dividend, and again had no in- 
formation of the announcement that the 
directors would declare one. 

A large block of the Atlanta and West 
Point stock is owned by the Central and 
the Georgia railroads. The Georgia being 
leased to the Central and the Tnlovilie 
and Nashville, the latter has in that way 
an interest in the West Point line. But 
the Central and-the Georgia are not re- 
sponsible for the dividends of the West

If the West Point does 
not make a dividend over the fixed charges 
the Central and the Georgia are out o 
pocket just as any other stockholders, and 
no more. 

The past year has been so hard on earn- 
ings that many a road will have to borrow 
to pay, but it is hard to borrow these 
days. 

While it was reported yesterday that the 
Atlanta and West Point has borrowed and 
will declare a loan, the highest officials in 
the city here did not corrorborate it.

“The moral of this article calls for more 
home companies and as the representative 
of one of the largest home companies in 
the south I desire to call attention to the 
figures published and to submit other figures 
in order to prevent anata a 
which may be drawn from thé® article in 
question, | 

Bad Legislation Complained Of. 

“It is true that we have not enough home 
fire insurance companies in the south and 
that it would be better for all the states if 
more jnusurance premiums Were retained 
at home, but the evil complained of does 
not exist in the facts as presented by you, 
for they are not correct, but the evil does 
lie in the fact that home investors are not 
sufficiently interested in insurauce compa- 
nies to induce or bring about proper insur- 
ance legislation and that in consequence a 
great Waste is occurring, berne alike by 
the home companies and the foreign compa- 
nies and Which must ultimately be paid by 
the class of insurers who jnsure for in- 
demnity alone against such losses as Can- 
not be avoided. You do not say that the 
.24,0U0,000 of premiums are paid by the 
life imsurance companies or the fire in- 
surance companies. 

the Premiums Paid. 


“Not undertaking to speak for the life 
insurance couxpanies, it is true that the pre- 
miums paid the fire insurance compaties 
by thirteen states for the year 
1891 aggregate $22,129,983, and it is also 
true that the losses paid in these states by 
the fire insurance companies receiving said 
premiums amount to $17,002,641. Adding 
to these losses for the expense of the man- 
agement and doing the business $7,344,527 
and we find that the companies expend 
$24,345,968, or, in other words, that in 
order to do the business in these southern 
states for the year 1891 the companies 
were called upon to draw from their sur- 
plus accounts more money than they re- 
ceived in these southern states by $2,216,985. 
I have not the record of 18V2 before me, 
but it is universally conceded that the bus- 
iness in the south for this year was even 
worse than it was for the year 1891. Is 
it a matter of surprise then that we' have 
not more home insurance companies when 
we are confronted with such an enormous 
‘waste of property which must be made 
good by the fire insurance companies doing 
business in the south. 

The Cause of the Evil. 


“Should you ask the cause of this evil, 
then I would unhesitatingly answer that it 
is because of: the unsound legislation of 
our state governments brought about by 
prejudce and -a misunderstanding of the 
true principles of insurance. Why, in some 
states it looks as though the hwmakers 
are in league with the fire fiend, because 
they carry on a persistent warfare against 
fire insurance companies and are engaged 
in a constant effort to pass laws which tend 
to encourage rather than diminish, incen- 
diary fires and which lay upon the insurance 
companies burdens which must ultimately be 
borne by the honest property owner and 
citizen. If-our lawmakers would onlyy 
make a study of insurance and would en- 
act laws to protect the companies against 
fraudulent claims the cost of insurance in 
the south would soon be reduced to one- 
haif of the present cost, and why not do 
this? Why not pass laws which will in ef- 
fect give to the honest property owner 
and citizen the benefit of all the care, 
watchfulness and honest business practices 
which characterize his lfetime? Why 
should he be called upon to contribute to a 
fund ‘not only to pay his.own losses, but. 
all the fraudulent Gaims that are enforced 
against companies by the laws of the land? 

“These are matters deserving careful! 
consideration and you may rest assured that 
until they have been considered and acted 
upon your call for more home companies 
will find but few responses.”

cursion to northern prisons, the world’s fair 
and the unveiling at Chicago, have all been 
postponed until Friday and Saturday, Sep- 
tember 15th and 16th, 1893.

SOME OF THE DETAILS OF HIS RECEPTION 


mee 


As Witnessed by a Correspondent of The 
Constitution, Who Was Present at 
His Presentationito the President, 


Guatemala City, Guatemala, June 13. 
—(Special Correspondence. )— Yesterday, 
the 12th of June, witnessed the formal in- 
stallation of General P. M. B. Young, of 
Georgia, as minister of the United States 
to Gautemala. . 

The ceremonies of the South American 
courts and capitals are not 89 formal or 
elaborate as those of Europe or more east- 
ern nations, but they have caught some 
reflection from the east which gives them 
more ceremony than is witnessed at Wash- 
ington. a 

I reached the American legation building 
just as General Young Was preparing to go 
to the president’s palace. General Young 
was in full dress, waiting for his escort. 
In a few minutes, two distinguished look- 
ing gentlemen came in to escort the new 
American minister to the ‘president. We 
all went out and entered a magnificent 
coach, drawn by a splendid pair of horses, 
it being the state carriage of the president. 
We were rapidly driven to the palace and 
dismounted to enter a court, where a regi- 
ment of soldiers were drawn up in files with 
presented arms and lowered: flags. We 
were ushered into a long hall decorated 
with flags, swords, guns and many kinds 
of arms. At the far end, on an elevated 
stage, sat the president, surrounded by his 
cabinet ministers and other distinguished 
dignitaries of the republic The president 
was dressed in full uniform. 

As General Young advanced with the re- 
tiring minister, all rose and bowed low. 
Then the minister of state presented the 
retiring United States minister,, who de- 
livered a brief address and tendered his 
letters of recall. General Young then 
moved in front of the president and de- 
livered this brief address: 

Mr. President: In presenting to your excel- 
lency my credentials as envoy extraordinary 
and minister plenipotentiary from the United 
States to Gautemala I extend to vou and the 
people of Gautemala the good will of the 
president and the people of the United States. 
It gives me pleasure to attest the able and 
agreeable manner in which mv distinguished 
predecessor has labored to foster aud maintain 
those relations of friendship which have so 
long existed between the two republics.

HE COMPLAINS OF PERSECUTION. 


An Interview with Him as to the Real Val- 
ue of His Land—His Quiet Old Coun- 
? try Home Ie All Alive. 


“I have said enough to the newspapers about 
my land,’’ said Mr. G. Wash Collier yester- 
day as he stopped his faithful sorrel mare

“I see there is an ‘investor’ who says he 
will give you $500 per acre for your land 
writing in this morning’s Constitution, and 
I want to know from you direct if you will 
take that much for it?’ asked the reporter of 
The Constitution, 

“I have said enough about this business al- 
ready,’ he repeated. “My land is not for 
sale. I went out there and bought it years 
ago. I bought it for my home. It {s_— the 
only home I've got. I have lived there for 
years, and bow they are coming along and 
want to take it from me.

“Nothing to say to your questions, sir. I 
have sald enough.”’

With these words the well-known capitalis+ 
of Atlanta, who has buili the Aragon hotel, 
and who has vast estates In land lying along 
the suburban extremity of Peachtree street, 
went driving along down the swell avenue, 
clucking to his sorrel nag. and clenching the 
reins nervously, leaving the reporter in the 
middle of the noisy street.

PROFESSOR MERRILL GIVES A READING. 


| Dr. Baskerviil' Does Not Flatter the South 


on Its Literature—The Schubert Quar- 
tet’s Concert—Dr. Talmage Tonight. 


———_—_ 


When the history of the Atlanta chautau- 
qua eomes to be written some day away in 
the future the ehronicier will remark that 
in the early times the assembly had a steady 
though not a rapid growth. 

All this week the interest has been grad- 
ually spreading. 

Yesterday a fine programme was given, 
and the attendance was good. Professor 
A. H. Merrill gave a dramatic reading in 
the afternoon, and was followed by Dr. Bas- 
kervill, who delivered a lecture on “South- 
ern Literature,’’ a thoughtful paper. 

This was followed by a chorus: rehearsal, 
led by Professor Davies. 

At night the Schubert quartet, assisted 
by Mme. Decca, gave a concert to a large 
audience. 

Professor Merrill read ‘“Esmeralda,’’ Mrs. 
Frances Hodgson Burnett's poetic, dramatic 
story of North Carolina life and Jove, “Ks- 
meraida” is not a dream of thrilling ell- 
maxes or stirring situations, but there is a 
simplicity and tenderness about it which 
touch the heart and stir the emofions. 

Professor Merrill impersonates all the echar- 
acters as they come and go with admirable 
fidelity and felicity. He is for the time an 
actor playing many parts, and no compiete 
cast of the drama could take the cues more 
promptiy than he changes tone and manner 
to suit the speaker, whether it be Mr. Esta- 
brook, the ambitious Mrs. Rogers, the mar- 
quis, “Father’’ of the treble voice, Miss Nora, 
Jack or either of the lovers. 

It is an exquisite story, not without 4 
moral, and the effeet is fully obtained by 
Professor Merriil. He has a sweet Vol, 
very flexible and sympathetic. His powers 
of facial expression, so necessary t) the 
dramatic reader, are abundant. Mauy a 
time he was applauded, and often did he 
start the tears in the eyes of bis listeners. 
The scolding mother, ambitions, and ised 
to having her own way; the sympathects 
father; the sturdy young sweetheart, and 
the gentle but true little mountain girl, al, 
stood out as plainly as though each had been 
represented by a separate character. It 
was a thoroughly artistic reading. 

‘southern Literature.” 


Dr. Bagkervill, for three-quarters of an 
hour, discussed what the south has done in 
the literary fleld, and it was not at all fet- 
tering, either. 

“Civilization in the United States has been 
diffused from two sources,’’ said he, “New 
England and _ Virginia. In the former 
the starting point was the town meet- 
ing; in the latter, the  planter’s man- 
sion. As has been well said, the germ of 
the whole difference betweea them ‘ay in 
thelr different notions concerning the yvaln2 
of vicinity among ihe units of society. Frem 
the town meetings of New Engiand have 
come schools, manufactures and a literacare; 
from the planter’s mansions of the Oi Do- 
minion, generala, s.atesmen and libecty. 

“Virginia was a continuation of English 
society, From the nature of the situation 
there was a landed aristocracy. From the 
start invention was enfeebled by uniformity 
of pursuit. No domestic manufactures were 
established. Robert Beverly, writing at 
the dawn of the eighteeth century, reproach- 
ei his countrymen because they sent to 
England for everything wooden when tneir 
own country was overrun with wool. 

“In such a dispersed community there was 
of necessity a great dearth of schoy.s. Ai- 
though a thousand pounds were collected 
and paid over toward the founding of a 
university, yet tn 1648 we find mention of 
only ‘a free school and other petty schools.’ 
No other mention of schools is made until 
1688, and the or did uot take tangible 
form until 1692. his condition the early 
Virginian deplored and endeavored to reme- 
dy. Campbell, thé historian, says that the 
first and second generationa of those born 
in Virginia, were inferjor to thelr ancestors. 
Children were either educated by private 
teachers or were s@®nt to England and tleir 
scholarship was paid for in tobacco. This 
was the case with some even up to the rime 
of the revolution. General Nelson, several 
of the Lees and Randolphs and many others 
just got back in time for the revolution. 
To the private schools at rich gentlemen's 
houses the poor seldom had access. A free 
school system did not exist. Souch Cardiina 
presents a similar picture. The poor wittés 
would not accept of free schools. In New 
England attention was early paid to the 
school system, and it was broadened for the 
many. By 1649 every colony in New Eng- 
land, except Rhode Island, had made pubiic 
instruction compulsory. The newspaper 
found an uncongenial soll in the south, In 
Virginia the printing press was forbidden to 
work at all until about the year 1782. South 
Carolina sent more of her sona abroad to be 
educated than any other colony. i lterature 
was frowned upon in the southern co!>nies, 
The pope heaped ridicule upon poor authors 
and made the profession contempcible for 
more than a century. Gray ‘could avt bear 
to be thonght a professed man of letters, 
but wished to be thought a private gentlie- 
man who read for his amusement.’ this 
spirit prevailed In the south until rhe late 
war,” sald Dr. Baskervill. ‘Porte Orayon, 
the Virginian, said that he went to 
mond and searcely any one took notice of 
him. He went to Boston and everyhody 
wanted him to dinner. Therefore, Le went 
to Boston. Ambitious men entered the law, 
polities or the church. 

“Before 1825 the physical and economic 
conditions of the south were such as to ren- 
der the production of a literature a practical 
impossibility. Roads were bad and _ the 
rivers. were unbridged. Business and agri- 
culture reigned supreme in the last century, 
It took a letter twenty-two days to go from 
Philadelphia to Nashville, and a New- York 
newspaper was three weeks old before it 
was read in Charleston. 


Slavery Was a Bar. 


Slavery was _an obstacle to literary ad- 
vancement, the lecturer maintained, and he 
noted William Gilmore Simms, who said that 
literature would never amount to anything 
in the south so long as the aristocracy re- 
mains based on so many head of negroes and 
so many bales of cotton. VPoe sought a con- 
genial literary atmosphere in Philadeiphia 
and New York. All over the south, not 
only in the larger towns, but also in the 
smaller ones like Eatonton, Ga., Tallahassee, 
“a.. Huntsville, Ala., Columbia, 8, €., there 
were coteries of brilliant men and fascinat- 
ing women who formed centers of culture. 

Washington, Jefferson, Madison and (Cal- 
houn, Marshall, Randolph, Monroe, wrote 
able state papers, but outside of statesman- 
ship the list of writers worthy of mention 
is not long. Poe, Pinckney, Kennedy, Simms, 
Longstreet, Baldwin and Thompson almost 
complete the fist. About the most of the 
southern writings there was a want of nat- 
ularness, of reality. The words “steed,” 
“hamlet,” “peasant,”” etc., were found on 
almost every page. 

To this state of affairs a remarkable ex- 
ception was found in Georgia. ‘The Georgia 
Scenes,” “Major Jones's Courtship’ and 
‘‘Major Jones's Travels’’ are natural, racy 
and original. The leeturer accounted for 
the appearance of these writings in the fact 
that middle Georgia preserved unchanged 
the habits and customs of their fathers. 

Then came the war, with the patriotic song 
writers, Randall, Hayne, Father Ryan, Mar- 
garet J. Preston, Ticknoe and others, and a 
little later Lanier. 

The agg outlook far poetry in the 
south, Dr. Baskervill said, is dreary to him. 
In southern fiction he noted John Esten 
Cooke and Augusta Evans and little more. 
The southern part Of the nation he declared 
has something better to offer than the past.

HOW THE BIG MANHOLE LOOKS. 


Something About the Way the Heavy 
Poles and Cables Are Arranged—The 
Work Is Very Tedious. 


The work of laying the cables in the 
underground conduits to the new telephone 
in earnest, and al- 
ready one of the monster cables has been 
pulled into position. 

The labor is something enormous, and 
the difficulties overcome are not te be un- 
derestimated; while uot a secondary con- 
sideration is the large expense connected 
with the changing of the telephone system 
of such a large city as Atlanta ts. 

The conduits have been in position for 
some time, and are all of them water 
proof. Each conduit will hold a cable of 
the one-hundred-wire size, and is lined 
with cement. At the end of every block 
there is a manhole, large enough to be used 
for the purpose for which it was con- 
structed. 

The number of manholes is fifty-one, 
and, ax the service demands it, the number 
will be increased. Another important 
feature of the underground system are the 
distributing poles. lI*or the past month, 
fhe line gang has been at work bhuoisting

IN 
these tall poles into position. They are 
ninety feet in length, and are of cypress. 
The poles are put into place by means of 
a block-and-tackle pulley, and are let down 
into a deep hole, probably eight or ten 
feet in depth. 

However, before being placed into the 
hole prepared for it, the bottom portion of 
the pole is painted thoroughly with tar. 
Then asphalt is packed about it. Before 
the packing is done, there is provision made 
for the cable. An iron piping, lined on 
the inside with cement, is fastened along 
the side of the pole nearest the manhole, 
and it is inside this pipe that a large dis- 
tributiug cable is run. The wires for two 
blocks may be distributed from one pole, 
aud in some instances the territory is 
larger. 

Laying the Cables. 

The first thing to be done towards the 
laying of the cable is wiring the ducts. 
This is done by means of a jointed rod, 
which is made as long as the length of 
the block requires. The wire is fastened 
to the front eud of the tirst joint, and the 
joint is pushed its eutire length into the 
duct. The second joint is then shoved into 
the duct and the wire thus advanced. ‘The 
man who works the pole stands down in- 
side of the manhole, while on the outside, 
on the ground, is a man who pays out 
the wire. In the manhole touwards which 
the wire is being shoved is another man, 
whose duty it is to inform the pole shover 
when the pire puts in appearance. 

In the meantime, the man at work 
shoving the wire adds joint after joint, until 
he receives a message that the wire is 
out. After the ducts have been wired in 
this tedious manner, the work of putting 
in the cables has hardly begun. The man- 
hole nearest the exchange was the one 
selected to put the first cable into, and 
the laying of this cable was completed 
yesterday afternoon. The wire in one of 
the conduits was withdrawn, but attached 
to one end was a heavy rope. <As the 
Wire was pulled out, the rope was drawn 
in, and soon one end of the rope showed 
up at the big manhole in the new tele- 
phone exchange. Pulleys were, placed in 
position and preparations made to get the 
cable through. 

This cable contains 100 wires, and is 
covered with lead. The strain is enormons, 
and if requires a pulley with two or three 
men at work to yank the cable through. 
Over five hundred thousand pounds of 
lead are used to cover the wires, and a por- 
tion of the cable is of paper. 

The Exchange Manhele. 


The exchange manhole, where 
cables will concentrate and the 
distributed to the operating room, 
large one. It is reached by way of an 
underground passageway, which, by the 
way, is delightful and cool. The manhole 
extends nearly to the center of the inter- 
section of Mitchell and Pryor streets. It 
is fitted up with electric lights. Looking 
to the north are forty ducts, and at the 
opposite end are forty more. The one 
large cable spoken of is in the manhole, 
and has the appearance of an exceedingly 
big snake.

THE MILK THAT LIES IN THE COCOANUT 


What a Trip Actually Does Cost to the 
Fair, and How $15 Can Be Saved 
by the Tourist. 


“T do not like to get into a newspaper 
controversy,” said Mr. C. E. Harman, 
general passenger agent of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, yesterday, “but. this ri- 
diculous excursion business is so palpably 
wrong that I cannot help it. Now, for in- 
stance, I notice that The Evening Journal 
is laying great stress on the combination 
excursion it is getting up in connection with 
Manager A. J. Smith. Of course the 
profit on every passenger who goes this way 
is to be divided between the newspaper and 
the manager, part of the consideration being 
free advertising. 

“As a railroad man, and as one who is 
interested in giving the public the benefit of 
all of the information in my pdssession as 
to the cost of making a trip between here 
and Chicago, I think it my duty to let them 
know that the trip can be made for $60 
about as easily as it can for $75. In my 
last interview I went into details and item- 


ized every expense, including a week’s board 


in Chicago, counting entrance fees to the 
exposition, railroad aud sleeping car fare 
from Atianta to Chicago and return, and 
allowing several dollars for incidentals, and 
the whole cost amounted to $59.90, without 
any excursion train, in whieh every man 
loses his identity and the whole crowd, it 
makes no difference how many there are, 
are compelled to go just where all the others 
gv and do just what the others do. 

“It astonishes me that anybody even con- 
templates being herded together in this kind 
of weather and actually paying $15 io third 
parties for the privilege. 

“The railroia rates by both routes to 
either Louisville or Chicago are identically 
the same.

= and the railroads do not get it, is it net 

‘ery eusy to understand that those who are 
promoting the excursion divide it? 

‘Now, as to The Journal’s part of the ex- 
cursion, to which it devotes a column or 
more a day in theAway of advertising at 
the expense of legitimate news, and as to 
Mr. Smith's request for information as to 
what I would do if [ bad a lady friend who 
wanted to go to the fair on his excursion, or 
by the Western and Atlantic under the 
terms I offer, | have only this to say: Mr. 
Heury Cabaniss is the /business anager 
of The Journal, and hes the privilege of 
choosing a route for himself and family to 
Chicago or to Louisville. \ If the paper sin- 
cerely endorses all tha says about the 
excursion route being “*§tich a inugnificent 
oue to Chicago and Louisville, why is it 
that its buainess manager has engaged 
transportation for himself and his 
charming family from Atlanta to 
Louisville and Chicago over 
Western and Atlantic, giving his own ex- 
cursion the go-by? This seems funny, don't 
it? and it demonstrates exactly just what 1 
have said—that there is no comparison as to 
the relative merits of the two lines. At 
Mr. Cabaniss’s request I have arranged 
transportation for him, and we are glad to 
have him, just as T have no doubt the other 
route would be. But he knows what he is 
doing in taking the best route, and that is 
just what all tie excursionists are going to 
do, thereby saving the extra $15 instead of 
paying it out to the grand division. 

“In this connection let me say that if we 
had desired to farm out our business to man- 
agers and to newspapers we could very ea- 
sily have done so, and Mr. Smith would 
now have been advertising his excursion 
over the Western and Atlautic railroad had 
we given him the encouragement desired. 
Indeed, he came to my oftice and was in- 
trouuced by a mutual friend.
